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WASHINGTON, July 12.—The 
and temperatures, ranging from 
Gegrees in Kansas, Missouri, 
Jowa and southern Illinois, have. 
timated, destroyed 40 per cent of the corn 
crop in those states. This, with the. gov- 
ernment report that the acreage planted 
‘was 400,000 less than in 1990. made the gov- 
ernment estimate of a 1,900,000,000 crop, in 
the opinion of experts, seem too liberal in 
view of the unfavorable conditions which 
have prevailed since July 1. 

Conservative men now figure on a crop 
of ‘1,000,000,000 bushels. Not only has corn 
euffered in the states above named, but 
also fruit, oats and hay. The damage to 
the oat crop is particularly serious. 

Nebraska, hitherto in the finest sort of 
condition, is beginning to feel the effects 
of the hot wave and unbroken drought. 
Reports from that state indicate that con- 
siderable damage has already resulted and 
more is imminent. 

Iowa corn in turning up a little around 
the edges. but so far is not hurt, and a 
good rain would bring the state out all 
right. The same thing applies to Hlinois in 
@ general way, and with a late fall the 
backward crop will come out all right. 

It is In Kansas and Missour! where ‘the 
conditions are most depressing. In the 
Sunflower State al] save the wheat seems 
__ to be wholly or in part destroyed by the 
Diistering winds and the unclouded sun. In 
Missouri conditions are almost as bad. 

Where the government gives a condition 
in Kansas corn of 74 per cent, it is far and 
away below that, nearer 2 per cent, in 
view of this later information. Missouri 
corn, according to the government, shows 
a condition of 70. That, too, has been 
changed since July 1, and the percentage 
must be greatly reduced. 


$50,000,000 LOST INTWO STATES 


Missouri and Kansas Said to Be the 
Worst Sufferers From the 
Drouth. 


CHICAGO, July 12.—Today’s advices to 
the board of trade and cummission houses 
a@re that the heat and drouth in the South- 
west are still unbroken. It is said that 
the damage outside of Kansas and Missouri 
is comparatively slight, but that unless 
there is relief within the next ten days, 
the corn crop situation will approach a 
calamity. 

A message from Topeka, Kan., says the 
prospects are for a crop of but 50,000,000 
busiiels of corn, although last year’s crop 
‘was 163,000,000 and that of the previous year 
237,000,000 bushels. The loss of hay and po- 
tatoes is also great, second only to the loss 
of corn. It is estimated that the farmers 
of Kansas and Missouri have already lost 
$50,000,000 by the torridity and drouth. 

The straits in which the corn crop is said 
to be situated owing to the intense heat 
and lack of moisture is refiécted in the 
course of that cereal on the board of 
trade.

THREE MONTHS WITHOUT RAIN 


Central and Western Missouri Parched 
by a Drouth That Began 
in April. 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

VERSAILLES, Mo., July 12.—Central and 
Western Missouri are now approaching the 
end of their third month without rain, On 
the 17th day of April there was a heavy 
snow. Since that there has been no rain. 
And this is the 12th of July. 

No such blight has been known in all 
the years until now. The country is burned, 
EVverywhere west cf Jefferson City one 
looks from the car window out over an 
endless pasture land whose grasses are 
golden as ripened grain. The wind from the 
plain is the breath of a blazing furnace. 
The creeks, ponds and springs are dry— 


have been dry these 30 days. There ig no 
food for the stock. it must be rounded up 


to have 


and hurried of to the market regardless | 
of prices, lest it die in the field. Ail along | 


the Missouri Pacific, through Morg and 
Monitou Counties, one sees the farmers 
hurrying their cattle and hogs to the sta- 
tions, to be shipped ere they are lost. 
One sees out here in Missouri today some 
things remindful of the three and one-haif 
years of drouth visitea upou Is:acl 28w ) ears 
ago in the reign of unbelieving Ahap. there 
are great flelds of two-foot corn in the tas- 
sel. The even.ng and morning bring a 
procession of water wagons along the coun- 
try roads. The old oaken bucket, with its 
mosses and cooling contents, has given way 
to the sun-blisterec water barrel. People 
who have all their: lives refreshed them- 
selves with cool well water in summer are 
drinking out of a carpet-covered barrel, 
water of about the temperature of con- 
somme, 
The fruits of the field, the orchard and 
wood are all in destruction alike. All this 
art of M.ssouri would have had a big 
rult crop but for the drouth. There would 
have been a world »f blackberries but for 
the drouth. Corn would have grown in 
abundance but for the drouth. There would 
have been sweet pasture lands for the 
eee, tn for a dig: The country 
wou ave enjoyed a season of plen bu 
for the drouth. eid . 
At Tipton, Versailies and some other of 
the Missouri towns, I noticed an unusual 
number of farmers in town, I inquired of a 
man to know why so;many of them came in.

rain. 

Some of the stock through here has per- 
ished for want of water and pasture. anehe 
of the biggest springs in this part of. the 
state have one dry for the first time in 
memory. The creek beds are every one a 
blazing aisle through the stunted corn and 
the withered pastures. This is not a wheat 
country. The drouth would be less terrible 
if it were; for the wheat is harvested and 
safe. it is more a@ corn and stock raising 
country, and the corn and the stock are suf- 
coring alike.

The task is not 
an easy one, for when we find a man who 
fills the bill he is not always available. 

“There is no prospect of action on that 
matter until we find the man we want.” 

The duties of the director-generalship are 
of an important nature, requiring executive 
ability of a high degree in addition to a 
comprehensive knowledge of all subjects 
that are embraced within the plan and 
Scope of the fair. 

A member of the organization committee, 
which has the task of finding “‘the man 
fcr the place,” told the Post-Dispatch that 
the director-generalship had not been offer- 
ed to Howard. Elliott.

@|*wo other St. Louisans, it is said, have 
refused to consider a proposition to accept 
the position.

Thirty thousand persons dependent on 
the city of St. Louis are anxiously await- 
ing the action of the City Council upon 
the annual appropriation bill at its meet- 
ing at 5 o'clock Friday afternoon. 

Since April 1, not a cent has been paid 
by the city. treasurer to the 4991 clerks, 
overseers and laborers employed in the va- 
rious branches of the city government, ex- 
clusive of the police department. 

City employes are mostly men with fam- 
ilies. ‘ Estimating that five persons are de- 
pendent upon each employe, it will be seen 
that nearly 30,000 are directly concerned in 

e ssage of the pending bill. 

Nc tase acaply interested in the meas- 
ure are the 500 or more retail storekeepers, 
who have given credit for the past three 
months to the city’s employes. These 
tradesmen, too, are men with families, and 
t tying up in the city treasury of the 
amounts due them have caused the most 
widespread embarassment, which has ex 
tended to the wholesale dealers and to all 
concerns with which they have dea.ings. 
The city’s creditors who furnish supplies 
and contract service of all kinds have gone 
without their pay for the same length of 
time. To them a total of more than $312,000 
is due.

Sprinkling contractors are in financial 
distress from the city’s failure to pay them, 
and the entire shutting off of the sprink.ing 
service has been averted only by the agree- 
ment of the street commissioner to remit 
the fines assessed against the contractors 
for defective work.

POSTOFFICE DEPARTMENT WILL 
BAR THEM FROM THE MAILS. 


TOO MANY PREMIUMS GIVEN 


Second-Class Rates Will Be Taken 
From Papers Which Are Now Bur- 
dening the Postoffices. 


WASHINGTON, July 12.—Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Smith has taken up the question of 
reform in second-class mail with Attor- 
ney-General Knox. These two cabinet 
members agree that there is sufficient war- 
rant in existing law for the rigid enforce- 
ment of orders against fake publications 
which have been admitted to the mails as 
second-class matter. It was at first thought 
that the postmaster-general would issue an 
order setting forth the views of the de- 
partment and denying second-class rates to 
certain publishers. it now seems probable 
that such will not be the course of the de- 
partment. 

Investigation has shown that there are 50 
many publications which offer bona fide 
premiums that a sweeping order will be al- 
most impossible of execution. Instead of 
laying down a broad rule, the department 
will conduct its investigations in relation 
to different publications and determine up- 
on its action in each specific case. 

It is explained at the postoffice depart- 
ment that it is not the intention to refuse 
second-class rates to legitimate publica- 
tions. They have not constituted a burden 
upon the postal facilities of the country. 
The department’s action will be aimed 
against cheap publications, which make of- 
fer of sremans evidently of more value 
than the publication itself. The postoffice 
department does not wish to injure the 
business of those publications that give 
value received for their subscription price, 
and yet operate premium schemes. It only 
aims to correct abuses which, for Instance, 
have developed in offers of merchandise 
worth $1 and practical worthless publica- 
tions whose subscription price ostensibly 


is $1. 

Since the conference with the department 
of justice the postmaster-genera! feels sure 
of his ground, and will begin barring cer- 
tain prints from second-class privileges 
within a week or ten days. There is no 
disposition on the part of the department 
to act arbitrarily, and all persons affected 
will have hearings, if desired.

Arthur and Gen. Otis during the time the 
latter was military governor of the Phil- 
ippines, were strained.

INGLY GOOD SHOWING. 


COLUMBIA PROVES WINNER 


Lawson’s Boat Leads Constitution Part 
of Way and Finally Finishes a 
Bang-Up Third. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEWPORT, R. I., July 12.—Joy reigns in 
the hearts of the Bostonians as a result 
of the showing made by the Lawson cup 
defender, Independence, in Thursday’s race 
with the Columbia and- Constitution. The 
Boston boat finished a good third to the 
Constitution, the Columbia beating the new 
Syndicate defender for first place. 

On board the Independence, after the race, 
there was almost as much jubilation as if 


the Independence had won. The great im- 
provement of the yacht over the miserable 
showing it made on its last out has encour- 
aged the Lawson posure to believe that 
when the boat has n ronery keyed up 
to a race it will defeat th of the other 
vessels in any kind of a breeze. 

On the first outing of the Inde dence, 
when she was beaten more than nine 
miles, the boat Is said not to have been in 
proper shape, and it is believed that the 
wind was too light for her. 

Thursday a much stiffer wind was going. 
and meanwhile the yacht had been, thor- 
oughly overhauled. Capt. Haff of the In- 
dependence said that each trial of the In- 
dependence serves to show where faults lie 
and they are being remedied as rapealy as 
possible. He hopes to have the boat fit 
for the next contest. 

Thursday’s race was 15 miles to windward 
in a brisk wind. For the first time the 
Boston boat showed the way to the syndi- 
cate defender, having the lead in the first 
half of the race owing to her superior point- 
ing abilities. Three times the Constitu- 
tion attempted to cross the bows of the 
Lawsor boat, but was forced to desist. 

In the pull for home the Independence 
fell off and both the Columbia and Con- 
stitution passed her. 

The run home was very exciting, but 
neither of the new defenders was able to 
catch the old one. ,

GOING IN TO FIGHT TAMMANY. 


All Sorts of Plans and Meetings Are 
Under Way in New York. 

NEW YORK, July 12.—Probably as early 

as the last week in August, instead of on 


Sept. 18, as originally intended, the anti- 
Tammany committee of 100 to select candi- 
dates for city offices will be called to- 
gether. This announcement has just been 
made at Citizens’ Union Headquarters, in 
Union Square. 

So many conventions are to be held after 
the city ticket has been decided upon and 
s0 many of the organizations opposed to 
Tammany must get their candidates on the 
official ballot by petition, that it would be 
almost impossible to accomplish all the pre- 
liminaries in the short time elapsing be- 
tween Sept. 18 and election day. The Union, 
the Greater New York Democracy, the In- 
dependent Democracy and other organiza- 
tions all must nominate their candidaies 
by petition, and the work of obtaining 40,000 
or more signatures will take much time. 

The conference has been adjourned sub- 
ject to the call of the chair, and it is likely 
to be called together for business before 
Sept. 1. As soon as the conference agrees 
on the candidate for mayor, controller and 
president of the board of aldermen, all 
the various conventions of the several anti- 
Tammany bodies will be held. 

R, Fulton Cutting said that no names of 
candidates for any of the principal offices 
had been suggested.

“One of our prime objects will be ad -- 
set hours for household employes. irls 
should not be compelled to work from 16 
to 20 hours a day. but should have set 
hours and time off for amusement and 
recreation the same as women employed in 
other occupations. We intended to show 
housewives that the quality of their serv- 
ice will be improved by giving their help 
more time for rest.”’

WESTERN ROADS HAVE COME TO 
AN AGREEMENT. 


NO MORE SECRET CUTTING 


Harmonious Arrangement Between All 
Roads Out of St. Louis and 


Chicago. 


NEW YORK, July 12.—All prospect of a 
rate war in the territory of the Central 
Traffic Association was ended at the recent 
meeting of presidents and other officials of 
the railroads in that territory. There has 
been for some time talk of disturbances in 
the middle west and south, and this meet- 
ing showed that there had been a good deai 
of basis for the talk. The danger of the 
extension of the rate troubles of the west 
into the territory of the Central Traffic 
Association became less and less apparent 
as the friendly spirit of the meeting de- 
veloped, and evidences of good business 
were discussed. 

J. F. Tucker, chairman of the Central 
Traffic Association, presided. About 40 of- 
ficials were in attendance. ; 

The roads all reported good business, and 
there was decided unanimity of opinion 
that no excuse existed for cutting rates. A 
good deal of discussion was found neces- 
8a however, before anything could be 
decided. It was admitted that rates east 
from St. Louis and Chicago had suffered 
needlesaly, and before the meeting broke 
up a decision had been reached to main- 
a — figures firmly, beginning with 
July 22. 

After the meeting President M. E. In- 
galls of the Big Four was seen, and in re- 
sponse to a question said: 

‘There is not a chance in the world that 
the western rate war will be extended intwu 
our territory. The meeting was harmon!l.- 
ous. No one had any stones to throw, and 
all were glad to come to an agreement t¢ 
maintain rates. 

‘Previously there had been some rate- 
cutting on the export business from St. 
Louls in competition with southern roads. 
There has also been a tendenc to shade 
the figures on the grain’ and provision 
freight east out of Chicago. Both of these 
matters were fixed up satisfactorily.

TORTURED BY GREAT HEAT 


Claim Made That Sheep, Pigs and 
Poultry Suffer While Shown for 
Sale on. Commission Row. 


Several prominent business men have in- 
augurated a movement to secure the enact- 
ment of an ordinance prohibiting the ex- 
posure of calves, sheep, pigs and poultr) 
in the hot sun throughout the day on 
Commission Row without water and other 
needed attention. 

They have issued a circular letter In 
which they protest vigorously against the 
treatment accorded to animals and poul- 
try while exposed for sale and request sup- 
port for the movement to abolish this con; 
dition.

takes them away; or, = pee of any 
kind, they are thrown on the sidewalk and 
there allowed to remain in coops that are 
s0 crowded that they cannot move about 
among each other.’ 

The letter states that the public should 
consider not oniyv the sufferings to which 
the animals and poultry are subjected. but 
also the poor quality of meat that is neces- 
—— produced by conditions so unsan- 
tary.
